* toe of the courts of Nicaragua has 
issued an order to Mr. Nicoll, the Brit­ 
ish consul here, who is also agent of the 
London syndicate of foreign bondhold­ 
ers, commanding him to pay to the 
minister of Nicaragua’# treasury th© 
$<0,000, approximately, of Nicaraguan 
paper money received a# export tax on 
coffee, which he recently converted into 
sterling bills of exchange, os provided 
in the contract of 1805, to (jay the inter­ 
est due on Nicaragua’s bonded debt 
held in London. 
Complaints are numerous and appear 
to be increasing relative to the loss of 
letters mailed for foreign countries and 
the nondelivery of letters sent to Nica­ 
ragua from abroad.

laws of the state aud the rules of other 
Christian churches.
